SPRINGFIELD, (I1l.) March 11.—Gen- 
eral Palmer was elected United States 
Senator to-day on the first ballot to 
succeed Charles B. Farwell. | 

John McAuley Palmer was born in 
Scott county, Kentucky. in 1817. In 
1831 he emigrated to Madison county, 
Illinois, and during the summer of 
1838, he conmenced to study law. 
He was admitted to the bar the fol- 
lowing year. In 1843 Palmer was 
elected Probate Judge, and up to the 
time when the war of the rebellion 
broke out, he held various other 
offices, both state and national. At 
the commencement of hostilities he 
was elected Cclonel of the 14th Illi- 
nois Infantry, and during the war 
took part in many of its most im- 
portant engagements. For gallant 
services under General Sherman he 
was made Major General. Palmer 
held the office of Governor of Illinois 
from 1869 to 1872 as a Republican, 
but his political course during the 
term was such as to alienate him from 
his party, and his acceptance asa 
Democrat, which he has been ever 
since. 

Verifications of the roll call showed 
that every Republican voted for 
Lindley and every Democrat for 
Palmer; Moore and Cockrell for 
Palmer, and Taubeneck for Streeter 

“On this 154th ballot,” said 
Speaker Crafts, ‘‘the whole pum- 
ber of votes cast was 204;° neces- 
sary to a choice, 103, of which John 
M. Palmer has received 103 votes 
[Democratic cheers], A. J. Streeter 
one vote and Cicero J. Lindley 100 
votes, and I hereby declare John M. 
Palmer duly elected United States 
Senator.’’ | 

Deafening applause from the Demo- 
cratic side and galleries greeted this 
announcement. When order was re- 
stored a joint committee of seven no- 
tified Palmer of his election. The 
committee returned with Senator Pal- 
mer, who was greeted with great ap- 
plause. Speaker Crafts introduced 
him and he made a short speech, in 
which he said: 

“Gentlemen of the Thirty-seventh 
General Assembly, you ought scarcely 
not expect me to speak at this time. 
I feel more like saying ‘ain’t I glad to 
get out of the wilderness.’ I thank 
you 101 members for vindicating the 
rights of the people. By plurality 
votes was expressed the desire of the 
people to select the Senator, and my 
election is historical. You men who 
have labored so long to elect your in- 
dependent. candidate also deserve my 
thanks. [Applause.] My: Republican 
friends, Ithank you. Iathis contest 
was represented the old method of 
electing Senators. I thank you that 
the contest has been free from ‘person- 
aiies.’’ {Applause.} 3 

The joint Assembly then adjourned 
sine die. When the vote was pro- 
gressing, Representative Taubenrek, 
the only one of the farmers who did 
not go to the Democrats, said: ‘‘I 
vote for A. J. Streeter, nominee F. 
M. B. A. party,” and dropping into 
his seat, burst into tears. It was sin- 
cere sorrow which nobody doubted, 
and cheer after cheer from the Repub- 
lican side rewarded his loyalty to his 
party nominee.

States Minister Solomon Hirsch has 
delivered the formal invitation of the 
United States asking Tarkey to be 
represented at the World’s Falr, to be 
held in Chicago in 1893. It is be- 
lieved the Porte will accept, but some 
time must elapse before an official re- 
ply will be given to the invitation.

— Ever 
since the day when the new United 
States Brazilian treaty was proclaimed 
simultaneously in both countries, 
Brazil’s Minister has been in constan‘ 
telegraphic communication with hi- 
government.

Before construc- 
tion could be completed a distance 
of 500 miles must be graded and 
railed. A part of that distance 
leads over the Siearas by a pass 
already surveyed and found read- 
ily accessible. The remaining dis- 
tance covers more or:less level 
ground, and has also been surveyed. 
The Post says the Santa Fe system 
will be extended to effect a junct- 
ion with the new road at Pioche 
That is the extent of the work to 
be accomplished before San Fran- 
cisco will have a competing trans- 
continental road. The promoters 
of the scheme are practical railroad 
men. They have the support of 
capitalists in Scotland and Chicago- 
Officials of the Sauta Fe system are 
interested. The promoters have 
invested considerable capital in the 
purchase of the California & Ne- 
vada road for the western te:mi- 
nal in this city. They will iu- 
mediately broaden the guage, 
and then inatitute a daily train. 
service on the short line. That 
proves that they mean business, 
The road from Sau Francisco to 
Pioche will probably be called the 
Califernia, Nevada and Sante Fe. 
It will no doubt be a part of the 
Sante Fe system. It will traverse 
a section which is rich in minerals, 
and open up to the country a large 
amount of hidden wealth. There 
will be, therefore, nothing hazard- 
ous in its construction and opera- 
tion. More than the necessary 
amount of local business is already 
assured. The question of capital 
has been satisfactorily settled. The 
scheme is in the hands of practical 
and enterprising men. If it fails 
the cause will be attributed to some 
occurrence which seldom arises in 
railroad building. The presump- 
tion is fair that no such occurreuce 
will arise. Stubborn antago- 
nism from rivals is not antici- 
pated. The ,expectation is 
that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany recognizes that the time has 

come when business will justify 
the operation of another road into 
California from the East. The 
promoters of the new road have 
also planned to build a direct line 
to Galveston and offer cheap 
freights for produce to the Span- 
ish-American markets. This 
scheme, if carried out, will give 
San Francisco equal competition 
with the East in supplying the 
markets of Brazil and other south-t 


ination. .

IN THE HIGH SIERRAS. 


Mipigg Above. the Timber Line in 
the Rayge of Perpetual Snow. 
On Mt. Kearsarge, one of the high 
peaks gf the Sierras in Inyo county, 
Cal., and near its summit, at an ele- 
vation of 13,000 feet. above sea level, 
is located a gold mine that was known 
some years ago as the Rex Montez. 
It was far above’ the_ timber line, in 
the region of perpetual snow, and in 
consequence guite expensive to work 
for all supplies were transported 
on pack mules; which included 
wood for domestic purposes, while 
water was obtained from melted snow. 
The boarding and lodging houses were 
made comfortable, for during the win- 


ter for three and four months, the 
miners were cut off from all commun- 
ication with the town of Independence, 
only eight miles distant and in plain 
sight from the mine. Work, however, 
was prosecuted nearly as well in win- 
ter as at any time, for even in the 
month. of Augast the tunnels and 
drifts of the mine were like refrigera- 
tors, as their walls were covered with 
ice all the year through. The mill 
was at the foot of the main k, five 
miles down, and was run only in the 
summer when the pack trail was open. 
Occasionally in the winter men would 
venture down from the mine, but the 
descent Was so perilous, and the return 
so difficult and full of danger, that 
this was a rare event. On one occa- 
sion a Chinese cook employed at the 
mine, in trying to make the de- 
scent to celebrate China New 
Years in Independence, was lost 
ang perished in the snow, and his 
body was not found until in the sum- 
mer afterwards, when a miner in de- 
scending by a short cut found it 
frozen in a snow bankin a deep ra- 
vine. The Chinese of Independence 
had made efforts to find the body, and 
had offered a reward of $5(9 to any 
one who would produee it. The finder 
dug it out of the snow and carried it 
down some distance and hid it in the 
brush. Then he went into town and 
claimed the reward, which from some 
financial stress the Chinamen could 
not pay. He did notlose much time 
in negotiating, and hurried matters to 
a conclusion by telling them the body 
was hid on the sunny slope and would 
soon thaw out. That caused them to 
hustle around and they succeeded in 
raising $250, which vr | tendered 
and which t&e miner finally accepted 
and proceeded at once to deliver the 
goods. The bones were in due time 
sent to China, The miner went on a 
spree that ended some time after in 
his range - and killing the Sheriff. 
He was duly tried- and sentenced to 
death, but escaped that fate by being 
adjudged insané, and years after this 
writer saw him in the Stockton Asy- 
lum, and the cunning leer of r ni- 
tion he gave, indicated some ‘‘ method 
in his madness.”’ :
